abled to continue their wicked and deteſtable rebellion and treaſons (p2o- 
= uiding themſelues by the helpe of thoſe moneys of armes and munitions 
of warres from ſoꝛreigne parts oꝛ els are tranſpoꝛted from thence into other Countreys by Merchants 
fo:lacke of commodities whercon to imploy them, and hereby this Realme erhauſfted of the treaſure 
which ſhould be kept within the lame: Her Maieſtie allo finding by the lawes of this Realme in the 
times other Pꝛogenitours made, and ſpecially by one Act of Parliament made in the ninetcenth yeere 
of her Highneſſe grandfather of famous memoꝛy, king Henry the ſeuench, yet continuing in fozce and 
eſtect that foꝛ line inconueniences then felt, the tranſpoztation of moners out of this Realme into 
Ireland was expꝛeſiy and ſeucrely fozbidden, vnder great penalties : Yer Yighneſſe hath thought good, 
fo: remedy of the line inconueniences in time to come, to put in execution thoſe fozmer lawes reſlraining 
the tranſpoꝛtation of moneys into Jreland, Wheretoꝛe her Maieſtie doeth ſtraightiy charge and com⸗ 
mand all Judges, Jultices, Magiſtrates and Officers to whom it ſhall appertaine, to ſee ſeuere and due 
crecution of ſuch lawes as doe pꝛohibit the tranſpoꝛtation of her coines of England into Jreland, and 
namely the ſayd ſtatute made in the nineteenth yeere of the reigne of her Mateſties grandfather, and 
doth alſo by this Pꝛoclamation admonich all herlouing ſubiects of both her Realmes, and all others, 
trading in her Nealme of Freland, that they ſhall fromhencefoo2th fozbeare all tranſpoztationofmoneys 
of england, into Jreland, contrary to the ſaydlawes and ſtatutes, fo: that her Maieſtie will cauſethe 
loꝛmer lawes and ſtatutes pꝛohibiting the ſayd tranſpoꝛtation of money to be ſo ſtraightly looked vnto. 
andcrecuted, as the penalties thercof ſhall fall heauily vpon the offenders againſt the ſame, without any 
hope otremiſſion.
